REPORT OF THE SWIMMING POOL COMMITTEE 


The town property below the ball field was selected as 
the logical and most desirable location for a pool with 
Trestle Brook as the water source. 


The Soil Conservation Department tested the soil 
and said the slope of land suggested a by pass type of dam 
and pool because of the desirable sandy soil. The Water 
Resources Board made the same recommendation. The 
State Planning and Development Board gave figures on 
State Park Developments which show that one out of 
every three perscns in pool attendance would be in the 
water at one time. It was estimated that in Marlboro 
there might be one hundred fifty persons at the pool, asa 
maximum, which could mean fifty persons in the pool at 
one time. 


The State Board of Health tested the water and 
found it pure and desirable for a swimming pool, but 
they require two gallons a minute per bather flowing 
through the pool, which, for Marlboro figures, means one 
hundred gallons a minute. The Board recommended that 
a weir be set up to measure the flow of water. This was 
done through a six weeks period in August and September 
and the water measured every day. This particular period 
was rainy but the weir measured only one half to two 
inches a day which would be inadequate to supply the 
amount specified by the Board of Health. A measure of 
three inches would be required for’ the one hundred gal- 
lons a minute. 
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Figures were secured for a possible supplementary 
gravel park as well but that was opposed on the possibility 
it might draw from the town water supply. An artesian 
well supplement was discussed but the cost was an un- 
predictable figure. The Soil Conservation Department ex- 
plored the feasibility of a supplementary dam built on a 
plateau above the pool site. All conditions in this location 
are ideal for construction with the cost estimated at $10,- 
000 to meet the requirements of the state. 


Three contractors were contacted for estimates for 
a commercial type pool. The figures included pool con- 
struction with the necessary filters and chicrination sys- 
tem, diving board, and ladders, bath houses and fencing. 
Each of the contractors estimates were slightly under 
$10,000.

You are hereby notified to meet at the High School 
in said district on the 2nd day of March, 1960 at 3 p.m. 
in the afternoon to bring in your votes for the election of 
the following officials: 

1. A moderator for the coming year. 

A clerk for the ensuing year. 

A member of the school board for the ensuing 
three years. 

A treasurer for the ensuing year. 

One auditor for the ensuing year. 

You are hereby further notified to meet at the High 
School in said district on March 2, 1960 at 8 p.m. to act 
upon the following subjects: (polls will open not later 
than 3 p.m. nor close earlier than 9 p.m.) 

2. To determine and appoint the salaries of school 
board members and the truant officer, and to fix the 
compensation of any other officer or agents of the district. 

3. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, commit- 
tees or officers chosen, and to pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

4. To choose agents, auditors and committees in re- 
lation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 

5. To see what sum of money the district will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for the

The curriculum in the High School is compre- 
hensive in scope, meeting the need for individual differ- 
ences among students. 

I am pleased to see the Joplin reading program in- 
stalled in our elementary grades, no doubt this program 
will eventually strengthen our complete reading ability 
among all students. 

I am concerned with the large number of students in 
our lower elementary grades. If this enrollment growth 
continues to climb, expansion of some type will be neces- 
sary in the near future to adequately house all students 
without seriously overcrowding. 

May I express my appreciation to the School Board 
members, teachers and citizens for the splendid coopera- 
tion afforded me.

To Paul Clark Superintendent of Schools

I am submitting by annual report to you with the 
expectation that you will publish it. In it I have tried to 
include information pertinent to the operation of our 
program. I believe that much of the included information 
will be of interest to the townspeople. In general the dis- 
cussion covers the period from February 1, 1959 to the 
present time. 

Enrollment of Pupils 


I am including a table showing the enrollment by 
erades. While there is no great change in total enrollment, 
there is indication that our upper grades are going to be 
larger in the next few years.

The usual minor changes have occurred since Sep- 
tember. These are caused by pupils moving and in a few 
instances a pupil leaves school. 


STAFF 

The following changes were made in our teaching 
staff. Mrs. Marie Forcier became a full time teacher with 
pupils from grades 1 and 2, thereby relieving overcrowd- 
ing in both areas. Mrs. Charlotte Gemmell replaced Mrs. 
Loretta Burnham as teacher of grade four, Mrs. Marcia 
Leslie was obtained to fill the position caused by the resig- 
nation of John Couture in Grade 5. George Hamilton re- 
placed Charles Hamel as teacher of physical education 
and athletic coach and Nelson Megna was hired as an 
additional teacher in grades 7-12. Miss Mary Smith is 
teaching English under the exchange program which en- 
abled Miss Labrie to spend a year in England. The work 
in all areas is being capably handled and the staff mem- 
bers are enthusiastic. 

We are fortunate to have retained so many of our 
capable experienced staff members. Our custodial staff 
and our lunchroom personnel remain unchanged and are 
maintaining their standards. 


QUALITY OF EDUCATION OFFERED 

As stated in my last several reports we are being 
forced to improve our offerings constantly by new stand- 
ards and by more stringent demands by institutions of 
higher learning. High school education everywhere calls 
for more work done better than ever before. This has sig- 
nificant implication for staff and pupils alike. Our pro- 
eram has seen some new offerings added and we have 
erouped our pupils in more areas according to ability and 
interest. 

Our school was approved as a Comprehensive High 
School by the State Department of Education. This means 
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that our program has enough diversification of offerings 
to meet the standards as set. As a matter of fact we ex- 
ceed the minimum standards in several respects. This is 
a good situation because every indication points to a rais- 
ing of those standards in the very near future. 


QUALITY OF WORK DONE 

In general our pupils perform well. However, there 
are probably many who are not working to full capacity. 
This is due to a number of factors, chief among which are 
failure to do assigned work on time and work carelessly 
done. One disturbing thing is that some parents are quick 
to blame the teachers for pupil failure when the problems 
causing the failures are due to poor study habits or failure 
of the parent to insist upon the pupils doing their work. 

Some of our pupils have won recognition on county 
and state levels during the past year. 


ATTENDANCE 

Pupil performance in many instances is definitely 
related to attendance. Several of our pupils who should be 
doing better work are handicapped by absence. Whether 
the absence is due to illness or is of the unnecessary type 
its effect is always apparent in pupil accomplishment. 
Most of our absences are caused by the same few pupils. It 
is not our wish to have ill pupils attending school but it 
seems that the amount could be materially reduced. 


PLANT, FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT 


Our buildings are in good condition and reflect. credit 
upon the citizens who support requests for the funds to 
keep them that way. The elementary building is old and 
does not have the same floor plans, etc. as buildings of 
recent construction but the classrooms are in good condi- 
tion and provide satisfactory teaching areas. The new 
building is offering many opportunities for groups to do 
projects outside the actual classroom. This is the type of 
activity that modern educational philosophy demands 
and we are fortunate to have this modern plant for use of 
our young people. It is used extensively for recreational 
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activity outside of school hours and staff members give 
generously of their time to supervise the events. 

Our buildings are reasonably well equipped and we 
have a supply of teaching aids which aid in instruction. 
Considerable new material has been acquired under pro- 
visions of the National Education Defense Act and we 
should definitely raise money this year to match more 
funds still available from the N.E.D.A. 


ALUMNI 


Our graduates at advanced training schools have per- 
formed in a way to reflect credit on our staff. Last year out 
of sixteen students taking advanced study, nine of them 
were on Deans’ lists. 

Several of these students received scholarship aid 
from the institutions they attend and also had financial 
assistance from local funds made available from the 
Charles Pease estate and the Kate K. Davis estate. An- 
other fund was established during the past year in mem- 
ory of Ray E. Tarbox. This increases the amount of money 
available to one or more students to continue their educa- 
tion. 

The Marlboro Alumni Association is currently build- 
ing a fund with the idea of setting up a scholarship when 
the amount of the fund will produce sufficient income. 


ENRICHMENT PROGRAM 


Under provisions of a special article passed at last 
year’s district meeting we have joined with Troy in offer- 
ing an enrichment program this year. During the first 
semester there were twenty-three pupils in two courses 
and it appears that about the same number will parti- 
cipate in two other courses during the second semester. 
This work is given at Keene Teachers College by college 
instructors and gives the students an advance look at col- 
lege standards. I hope this program may be supported 
again. It appears like part of the answer to the problem of 
getting pupils ready for post-secondary education. 
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GRADES 1-6 


Our first and second grades each have about forty 
pupils and this year part of each grade has been made 
into a combination grade which is being taught by Mrs. 
Forcier. This is a definite improvement over the conditions 
which would exist if teachers were trying to teach forty 
pupils. 

Last spring members of Grade 6 attended a week of 
outdoor education held at Camp Union. Plans are pro- 
gressing for the present sixth grade to attend during the 
latter part of May. 

When school began in September, we started opera- 
tion of the Joplin plan in reading. The pupils in grades 
four, five and six were put into six groups based on read- 
ing ability and have been receiving instruction in these 
groups. Under this program all pupils in a group read at 
about the same level. This eliminates the pupils who never 
get challenged and those for whom the work is too diffi- 
cult as the instruction is paced to the level of reading 
ability. Results of one semester’s work have been pleasing. 


OUTLOOK 

With the larger groups coming into the six upper 
erades, further grouping is desirable if we are going to do 
justice to pupils’ needs. In order to handle these groups 
and meet the standards we will need an additional teach- 
er in September. 

The content of our courses must be enriched to keep 
pace with the demands which will be made on our gradu- 
ates. The work in certain areas such as Mathematics will 
have to be moved down to some extent allowing for more 
content to be inserted in the final two years. All of this 
calls for an acceptance on the part of pupils and parents 
and a willingness to put forth the extra effort in order to 
become better prepared. We can provide the organization 
of program and the staff but the pupils must make the 
effort. 

CONCLUSION 


In my last report I referred to the fact that we are 
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being swept along in a constant upgrading of educational 
standards. To meet this calls for added effort at all 
levels, including making funds available. Any educational 
program today which is standing still and maintaining its 
level of past accomplishments is moving backward! 
Whether any change in the plan of education for Marlboro 
and some of the nearby communities occurs or not I feel 
that meanwhile we need to keep in stride and do justice to 
our young people. I believe our public will answer reason- 
able requests for support as long as our youth continue to 
show that the money is being soundly invested.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL SCHOOL 


DISTRICT MEETING OF MARLBORO 
March 3, 1959 


Meeting called to order at 3:00 P.M., March 3, 1959 by 
Moderator Ralph A. Pierce and warrant read. The election 
officials were qualified. The moderator declared the meet- 
ing open under Article 1 calling for the election of a mod- 
erator, a clerk, a member of the school board for three 
years, a treasurer, and an auditor under the Non-partisan 
Ballot System. The first official ballot was cast by Mr. 
Geoffrey Frechette. 


The meeting was further called to order at 8:00 P.M., 
March 3, 1959 by the moderator to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Article 2. Voted favorably on the motion of Alfred 
W. Thomas that we accept the salaries as printed in the 
budget. 


Article 3. Voted favorably on the motion of Alice 
R. Hildreth that we accept the reports as printed in the 
annual town report. 


Article 4. Voted favorably on the motion of Alfred 
W. Thomas that we pass over this article. 


Article 5. A motion introduced by Hector Dionne 
that we vote on the proposed budget item by item was lost 
on a voice vote. 


It was then voted favorably on the motion of Alice 
R. Hildreth that the school district raise and appropriate 
$137,314.00 and to authorize and direct the school board 
to apply against said appropriation such income as is es- 
timated by the school board exclusive of state aid, and 
upon the determination of the amount of state aid to be 
received by the school district during the next fiscal year, 
to authorize and direct the school board to apply against 
such appropriation the sum to be received from state aid 
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and with the school district clerk certify to the selectmen 
the balance as an assessment to be raised by the town for 
school purposes. 


Article 6. A motion was introduced by Alice R. 
Hildreth that the district raise and appropriate the sum 
of one thousand dollars to be used for instructional aids 
and teacher services for an enriched program in mathe- 
matics, science, languages, etc. for capable pupils. This 
program to be operated in cooperation with the Troy 
School District. A voice vote on the motion was inconclu- 
sive and the motion was passed and the article adopted 
on a standing vote recorded as 83 in favor and 11 against. 


Article 7. Voted favorably on the motion of Alden 
J. Beauregard that the district raise and appropriate the 
sum of seven hundred dollars to be used as matching 
funds for Federal grants available for mathematics and 
science under provisions of the National Defense Educa- 
tion Act; and to authorize the school board to accept and 
use any Federal funds available for support of schools or 
for aid to the building program. 


Article 8. Voted favorably on motion of Alice R. 
Hildreth that the district raise and appropriate the sum 
of two hundred dollars as the district’s share of support 
for educational television station WENH. 

During the discussion of the above article, the time 
for the closing of the polls under article 1 having arrived, 
the moderator declared the polls closed at 9:00 P.M. 


Article 9. Voted favorably on the motion of Hector 
Dionne that we pass over this article. 

Voted favorably on the motion of Charles B. Knight 
that the meeting be adjourned to discussion and returned 
to Article 1. 


The polls being already closed, the ballots were ex- 
amined and the votes for the various candidates were 
counted by the moderator, in the presence of and with the 
assistance of the schoo] clerk and the other election offi- 
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cers. When the counting was completed the results of the 
count was declared and publicly announced by the mod- 
erator as follows:

PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire standpoint. New 
Hampshire had the best record in the nation. Fewer acres were burned, 
suppression costs were substantially reduced and damage to woodlands 
held to a minimum. The record resulted from a combination of favorable 
weather conditions, an alert warden service and a cooperating public. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing note 


58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by careless 
smokers and debris burners. 


10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent minded in- 
dividuals and failure of parents to properly supervise children and 
keep matches out of their reach, annually cause these unnecessary 
fires which cost large sums to extinguish and cause extensive damage. 
The elimination of these three causes of fires would radically change 
this picture. The rules are simple— 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local forest fire 
warden—the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 
3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving it. 


4, Don‘t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes from 
moving vehicles—use your ash tray. 


5. Don‘t burn at home—Use your town dump and save yourself 
much possible difficulty, both personal and financial.
